We have been sometime in possession of 


a pamphlet published by ‘ The French So- 
ciety for the Abolition of Slavery” in Au- 
gust 1837, from which we proceed to trans- 


V 
jiate a few extracts. The pamphiet com- 
mences with a memorial of the Society 
the General Councils of the departments” 
bodies partly legislative, and partly execu- 
tive, existing in all the 86 departments of 
France. We give it entire, as follows: 

“ The Society for the Abolition of Slavery to 


the General Councils. 


The French Society for the Abolition of 
Slavery has resolved that the General Coun- 
cils of the departments shall be immediate- 
ly petitioned to fix their attention upon the 
precarious situation of the French colonies, 
and the miserable condition of two thirds of 
their population, subjected to a slavery of 
which the term is not yet fixed. 

This state of things contrasts the more 
shockingly with the honor of a nation which 
has always taken the imitative in acts of 
generosity, that the British Parliament, in 
its session of 1833 liberated 800,000 slav 
from the chains of bondage, and that the ap- 
prenticeship, of which it permitted the es- 
tablishment in the colonies for a limited 
time, is about to expire; to wit, for the for- 
mer domestic slaves of the cities and villages. 
on the first of August 1838, and for the field 
laves, on the firstof Aug. 1840.

According to the report in the budget of 
the marine and the colonies, made to the 
chamber of Deputies by M. Hernoux, of the 
navy, the colonies cost the mother country 
for maintenance more than ten millions.
